*Two Locals Die in 
Unrelated Car Crashes 

Early Saturday morning 
at approximately 4:15 a.m. 
Vincente Lopez of Nashua 
N.H., was killed instantly after 
he ran a stop sign on Lawrence 
Street and struck a telephone 
pole head on. Apparently, 
Lopez was frightened when a 
police K-9 officer activated the 
lights on his car and responded 
to a disturbance on Acton 
Street. Lopez turned off his 
lights and sped up while 
approaching the intersection of 
Moore and Lawrence Streets. 
When the K-9 officer found 
Lopez, he was pinned against a 
telephone pole. The engine of 
the car was in the front seat and 
Lopez was thrown in the back. 

Later the same morning at 
about 7 a.m., 27-year-old Hai 
Nguyen was killed when his 
car Hipped over Rout 3 into the 
woods .and caught fire. The 
accident was caused when he 
struck a mile marker at a high 
rate of speed.

Faulkner: 
Leaving Citadel 
was “Hardest 
Decision”

“1 just wanted to go to The citadel," says 
Faulkner. “1 wanted to get the same chance as 
everyone else." 

But when Faulkner quit The Citadel in late 
August after spending less than one week in the 
cadet program- most of which she spent in a 
campus infirmary- she knew there would be 
many who would be disappointed. 

“I realize there were people counting on 
me to see this through, but I had to look out for 
myself first," said Faulkner. “Leaving cadets 
was the hardest decision Tve ever made, but it’s 
one that 1 can live with." 

Faulkner said she is confident she could 
have handled the rigorous requirenments that 
Citadel cadets go through had she continued 
w ith the program, but dealing with the stress of 
the 2 1/2 year battle to become the military acad¬ 
emy’s first women cadet in its 152-year history 
became a bigger chanllenge. 

“1 was handling the requirements of the 
corps. You can ask anyone who watched us. 
But everything that was happening made me 
seriously worry about my health," said 
Faulkner. “I was getting to the point where the 
stress was affecting me physically. I never 
thought it would come to that." 

Faulkner began the cadet program on 
Monday, Aug. 14. By early, afternoon, she was 
taken to the infirmary- along with 25 other 
recruits- and treated for heat exhaustion. 

After spending five days in the infirmary, 
Faulkner decided to leave the program. After 
taking classes at The Citadel for three semesters, 
she will now transfered those hours to another 
institution. 

“I still want to get my degree, no doubt 
about that," she said. “But I haven't made up 
my mind yet where." 

Perhaps some other female cadets at The 
Citadel would have made a difference, Faulkner 
acknowledged, but she can't say enough about 
the support she received. “My family has been 
wonderful." she says. “And I know a lot of peo¬ 
ple were against me and what I was trying to do. 
but 1 always felt the great support of so many 
others. It’s really hard to explain." 

Faulkner has high hopes for The Citadel’s 
next female student, knowing that she paved the 
way with her attemp. “1 can't wait until it gets 
to the point where no one notices when women 
apply (to the Citadel) or gives it a second 
thought when they see them in the corps," she 
says. 

Already, Faulkner's attorneys say there are 
more than 200 women waiting to take the 20- 
year-olds place in the lawsuit.

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The First Beat Literature 
Symposium Comes to UMass

UMass Lowell will hold its first Beat 
Literature Symposium in the O’Leary Library 
Auditorium. 

On October 5th the University will offer a 
full day of featured speakers and poetry readings 
related to the Beat Literature generation. 

The program is sponsored jointly by the 
Continuing Education Office and the English 
Department. 

“This is the University’s first time partici¬ 
pation in the Kerouac Festival," said Kitty 
Galaistsis, Continuing Education Coordinator of 
Special Services. The Kerouac Festival is a tra¬ 
dition in Lowell to recognize Beat Literature 
writers. 

Speakers from all over the country will 
present works by these writers, including works 
by Jack Kerouac. 

Kerouac. a Lowell bom native, is best 
known for his book “On the Road." Kerouac 
challenged post World War 11 America and 


coined the term “Beat Literature." 

“He was kind of a rebel," said Galaitsis. 
“He went against the How of conventional 
thought." He died in 1969 at age 46. “Now his 
writings are experiencing a resurgence in popu¬ 
larity," said Galaitsis. 

The key note speaker will be Ann Charters 
from the University of Connecticut. Professor 
Charters is the author of Kerouac's biography. 

Other speakers include, among many oth¬ 
ers; Ed Adler from New York University, Daniel 
Barth from Ukiah California and William 
Tremblay from Colorado State University. 

This program has also been advertised to 
area college English departments and high 
schools. 

The fee for the day is $20, payable by 
check or charge to UMass Lowell Continuing 
Education Office. Cash will not be accepted. 

Registration will begin at 8:00 A.M. “We 
hope to have a turn out of about 50-1 (X) people," 
said Galaitsis. *

College Life Easier 
With Strong Family 
at Home 

West Lafayette, Ind. -Having 
trouble adjusting to college? 
Maybe it’s because of that 
disfunctional family you left at 
home. 

At least that's what 
Purdue University proffessor 
believes. Karen Altergott, 
associate professor of family 
studies, says that students 
who have a strong relation¬ 
ship with their families have 
an easier time adjusting to 
college than those who come 
from difficult family situations. 

Altergott studied 100 
freshmen at Purdue last fall 
in an effort to guage their sat¬ 
isfaction with all aspects of 
college life. “Those who 
reported having a good rela¬ 
tionship with their families, 
adjusted much more quickly 
to college than those who 
didn’t have a solid family 
relationship,” she says. 

Stanford Students 
Warned To Use 
Caution 

Palo Alto, Calif.-Returning 
Stanford University students 
were greeted by an aggres¬ 
sive campuswide campaign 
warning them of a serial 
rapist. 

School officials posted 
fliers with the police sketch 
of a man who has commit¬ 
ted five rapes in the area in 
the last month. Police said 
they weren’t taking any 
chances at a time when 
5,500 female students, 800 
of them freshmen, were 
arriving to campus. 

“People that go to 
school here obviously come 
from all over, and if they’re 
from a small town in Iowa 
or North Dakota, they may 
not have any real aware¬ 
ness of crime,” said 
Stanford University Police 
Capt. Raoul Niemeyer. 
“We’re just trying to make 
students aware of who and 
what’s out there.”

College students who get 
drunk, plastered, loaded, intoxicat¬ 
ed or blitzed may be candidates to 
join the nation's many undergradu¬ 
ates who will die from drug- or 
alcohol-related causes. Despite the 
huge number of deaths occurring 
each year, students still continue to 
consume drugs and alcohol. 

In an effort to lower these 
sobering statistics, the UMass 
Lowell Alcohol and Other Drugs 
Task Force is sponsoring a T-shirt 
Exchange. The exchange is sched¬ 
uled to take place on Wednesday, 
October 4, from 10 A.M. to 2 P.M., 
at the Student Information Centers 
on both North and South Campus.

A Search Committee has 
been appointed to recommend can¬ 
didates for the position of Dean of 
Sciences in the College of Arts and 
Sciences.

The type of technol¬ 
ogy Yates is speaking of includes 
Internet access to job listings for 
UMass Lowell students and alum¬ 
ni, a computer lab for resume and 
letter writing, a fax service and an 
enhanced career library. "We will 
be close to the cutting edge,” said 
Yale. 

One program by Academic 
Software called First Place will 
help students develop resumes and 
letters and will teach job-search 
techniques. Students will be able to 
put their resumes on the computer 


Computer Science, Earth Science, 
Mathematical Science, and Physics 
and Applied Physics. These 
departments offer graduate as well 
as undergraduate degrees and are 
part of an emerging engineering- 
applied sciences-management con¬ 
tinuum that will influence program 
and course development. The 
graduate programs in Sciences 
award approximately 30 doctorates 
and 150 master's degrees each 
year. Faculty in Sciences secure a 
substantial portion of the approxi¬ 
mately 19 million annual dollars of 
external grants and contracts 
processed through the UML

As far as the physical 
changes, walls will be tom down to 
make room for desks, computers, 
books, directories and job listings. 
It is hoped that these renovations 
will make students feel more com¬ 
fortable and will make the job- or 
internship- search process easier.

• Make enough copies of your resume and carefully place one for 
each position you wish to pursue in the correspondingly 
numbered file. 

• Make notes and keep a record of all companies to whom you’ve 
submitted your resume.

FYI: Pre-Screen 

Employers who are searching for appropriate candidates to fill open 
positions in their company sometimes recruit on college campuses. To make 
the best use of their time, the recruiters prefer to review resumes about two 
weeks before their scheduled on-campus date. They select, based on the resume 
and credentials presented, the individuals who seem to fit an organization need. 

Employers are again, doing students a BIG favor by making it relatively 
easy for the student to carry out a part of their job search process. Of course, 
you can always craft a cover letter and approach the employer independent of the 
on-campus recruiting — but most busy students agree, this is a less efficient 
method. On-campus recruiting is an expensive process for the employer. If they 
aren’t sent a sufficient quantity of high-quality resumes to review, they may 
choose to cancel their recruiting with that school. Please note the accompanying 
article on the new system for submitting your resume for consideration by on- 
and off-campus recruiters 



FYI: Information Sessions 

Employers who schedule an information session are doing students a 
BIG favor. They’re extending an open invitation to all students to easily learn 
more about their organization, the types of positions for which they typically 
hire, the company “culture,” and the attributes they seek in potential employees. 

Often, the company extends a special invitation to students whose 
resume has been selected for an on-campus interview. Students who choose to 
ignore this “favor” are missing a wonderful opportunity to get a head start on 
their job search, use their time efficiently to really learn about the company and 
make a positive first impression on an employer. Students who would like to be 
considered for employment, and whose resume was not chosen, have a perfect 
opportunity to explain to a company representative IN PERSON why they find 
that company appealing and what skills, qualities, etc. they would bring with 
them upon joining the company.

Alcohol and 
Other Drug 
Abuse 

As new students 
arrive on campus this 
fall, alcohol and other 
drug (AOD) abuse--by 
other students as well as 
by themselves--can put 
them at physical and 
academic risk. New stu¬ 
dents may not be aware 
that binge drinkers 
represent a minority of 
the student population 
and that there are 
things they can do to 
mobilize the non-binge 
drinking majority, and 
the school's administra¬ 
tion to support and 
adopt comprehensive 
programs to prevent 
AOD abuse. 

A lot of people come 
to college to drink and 
get drunk. At the so- 
called “party schools,” 
more than half the new 
freshmen will engage 
in binge drinking their 
first week on campus. 
That's what a study of 
four -year colleges and 
universities by the 
Harvard School of 
Public Health found 
earlier this year, 
despite the fact that 
most freshmen are too 
young to drink legally. 

Yes. they want to get 
an education--if they 
last long enough- but 
they want to “have 
fun,” too. For some, it's 


often hard to figure out 
in advance where hav¬ 
ing fun ends and where 
problem drinking 
begins. Figuring it out 
afterwards is easy. 
Problem drinking is 
drinking that causes 
problems. For the 
binge drinker, the 
problems include hang¬ 
overs and illness that 
may adversely affect 
studies and academic^ 
performance, as well as 
injuries and even 
death. Moreover, binge 
drinking has deleteri¬ 
ous effects for other 
students, such as inter¬ 
rupted sleep and study, 
property damage, fights 
and accidents, and 
acquaintance rape and 
other sexual assaults. 

Fortunately, these 
are problems with 
potential solutions. For 
one thing, research 
shows that only a 
minority of students at 
four-year colleges 
engage in binge drink¬ 
ing, defined as consum¬ 
ing more than four or 
five drinks at one sit¬ 
ting- the kind of drink¬ 
ing that leads to prob¬ 
lems. At 44%, it's a 
large minority, but it's 
minority nonetheless. 

That means non- 
bing drinkers, and peo¬ 
ple who don't drink at 
all, represent more 
than half the student 
body on most four-year 


campuses. Other data 
show that about one- 
third of all students 
would just as soon not 
have alcohol around at 
all. 

These students have 
a right to speak up and 
not tolerate drinkers 
impairing the quality 
of their education and 
their campus life. They 
should be encouraged to 
do so. After all, look at 
what non-smokers have 
been able to achieve in 
clearing away the envi-

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Book reviews: two journeys into 
William Burroughs’s psyche

Man of letters. Writer. 
Harvard graduate. Former drug 
addict. Pedophile. Inducted mem¬ 
ber of the American Academy and 
Institute of Arts and Letters. 
Murderer, and, according to 
Norman Mailer, the ‘‘only 
American novelist living today 
who may conceivably be pos¬ 
sessed by genius.” To say he 
“exorcises his demons through 
writing" may be a simple cliche, 
but it is true. Trying to interpret 
various aspects of Burroughs’s 
books is like trying to explain a 
Dali painting to your six-year-old 
child: it takes a bit of thought. 

Eighty-one years old. 
Burroughs does not sit back on his 
hallucinogenic laurels. Nor, how¬ 
ever, does he move from his sim¬ 
ple ranch in Lawrence, Kansas to 
publicize his books; there are no 
author tours. Instead, Burroughs 
is content to rely on his mystique 
to sell his books. The mystique of 
the “literary outlaw” who played 
William Tell with his wife and 
knocked her flat with a bullet in 
her head; the mystique of the man 
who helplessly watched his only 
son, Billy Burroughs III, succumb 
to drug addiction and die in a 
roadside ditch. Yes, one can safe¬ 
ly assume that Burroughs the 
writer has plenty of ghosts in his 
psyche. His two latest novels. 
Ghost of Chance and my educa¬ 
tion: A Book of Dreams, can attest 
to this. 


In Ghost of Chance , 
Burroughs recites his notions of 
environmentalism, lemurs, and 
drugs. The one thing that recurs 
throughout the book is 
Burroughs’s cold description of 
the psychic frontiers around him. 
The book is beset by paranoia, as 
if Burroughs's worst fears are 
coming true around him in 
Lawrence. In Ghost Burroughs 
elaborates on various viruses that 
erupt in certain parts of the world. 
One is called “Roots”: “. . . his 
skull becomes a flowerpot for 
stunning brain orchids that grow 
over dead eyes and idiot face 
while the skin slowly toughens 
into bark.” 

Ghost presents us with the 
problems of deforestation; among 
them is the release of the very dis¬ 
eases he so grotesquely describes. 
Burroughs has an ax to grind and 
he does it aptly: “Beauty is always 
doomed. ‘The evil and armed 
draw near.’ Homo Sap with his 
weapons, his time, his insatiable 
greed, and ignorance so hideous it 
can never see its own face.” 

Burroughs displays his dis¬ 
taste for Christian thinking, com¬ 
paring the followers of 
Christianity to those who are 
under the spell of an illness, in this 
case “the Christ sickness”: “it was 
followed by a violent phase, in 
which the victim accused every¬ 
one in sight of betraying the Son 
of Man.” 

One might wonder if 
Burroughs may have ingested too 
many drugs in his Naked Lunch 
heyday, since his ideas are radical 
and not based upon reality as we 


know it. In some passages, how¬ 
ever. one has to wonder about the 
validity of Burroughs’s ideas. His 
notion of drug control is valid. 
Is the government too obsessed 
with drugs, rather than other more 
important problems? “To distract 
their charges from the problems of 
overpopulation, resource deple¬ 
tion, deforestation, pandemic pol¬ 
lution of water, land, and sky, they 
inaugurated a war against drugs. 
This provided a pretext to set up 
an international police apparatus 
designed to suppress dissidence on 
an international level.” Ghost is 
an important little book in many 
ways: it shows that Burroughs is 
not just out to shock people with 
flashes of grotesque sado¬ 
masochism and drug addiction. 
Beneath the cold visage of the 


man, there is a soul at war with the 
world around him. 

Apparently culled from the 
pages of a private diary, my edu¬ 
cation: A Book of Dreams is 
important for scholars of the 
author. It is in this book that one 
can glimpse the raw strata of 
Burroughs’s ideas. Yes, his 
dreams are every bit as strange as 
his novels, but his writing has a 
logical procession. If one has read 
last year’s collection of selected 
letters by Burroughs it is easy to 
glimpse his writing process. From 
the dreams he recorded in his let¬ 
ters he managed to cultivate nov¬ 
els. During each transcription he 
fashions his take on reality and its 
altered aspect as seen through his 
heroin addiction. When one reads 
my education one arrives at the 
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New England Quilt Museum presents Gatherings:

Exhibition features American quilt heritage and ongoing efforts to preserve it

The New England Quilt IV^useum 
presents Gatherings: America's Quilt 
Heritage, a showcase featuring 26 quilts 
from Hawaii, Alaska, New York, 
Delaware, Colorado, Massachusetts and 
many other states in a comprehensive new 
exhibit that looks at our American quilt 
heritage and the ongoing efforts to pre¬ 
serve it. 

A Louisville, KY antique dealer's 
concern with the fact that Kentucky was 
losing its knowledge of heritage provided 
the catalyst for the Kentucky Quilt Project, 
the first organized effort to record a state's 
quilt heritage. Since that first endeavor, 
over forty regional and state-wide quilt 
documentation projects have been held 
around the country, newly preserving 
descriptions, related family stories, and 
photographs of thousands of American 
quilts. The volunteer efforts required have 


been monumental: the Georgia Quilt 
Project alone conducted 76 “quilt days,” 
events held when a team of experts trav¬ 
eled to a region and invited everyone in the 
area to bring quilts for documentation. 
Over 157,(XX) quilts and their history have 
been documented by volunteers over the 
past 15 years. 

The Museum of the American 
Quilter’s Society spent three years devel¬ 
oping Gatherings with funding from the 
Lila Wallace- Reader's Digest Fund and 
advisory assistance from a national board. 
The exhibit brings together quilts nominat¬ 
ed by each state quilt documentation pro¬ 
ject as exceptional examples of the project 
experience and the rich quilt heritage it has 
brought to our nation’s attention. Exhibit 
curators Paul D. Pilgram and Gerald E. 
Roy of Oakland, CA, have assembled a 
splendid collection of quilts, including 
everything from Delaware's quilt, which is 
composed entirely of ribbons won by the 
Friedel family’s livestock, to a 7,500-piece 
Postage Stamp quilt made by 34-year old 
Frank Tabor in 1893 in Medfield, MA. 
From the original exhibition of 77 quilts at 
the Museum of the American Quilter’s 
Society in Paducah, Kentucky, 26 quilts 
have been selected for the traveling exhibi¬ 
tion. “Quilts are a common denominator, a 
catalyst for conservation, a unifying thread 
in nineteenth- and twentieth-century 
United States history, especially that of 
women. The quilt documentation projects 
have brought to national attention the his¬ 
tory of both the ordinary and the extraordi¬ 
nary. As a result, all of our lives are infi¬ 
nitely richer. Gatherings: America’s Quilt 
Heritage salutes them all,” said Kathlyn 


Sullivan, author of the catalog published in 
conjunction with this exhibit. 

As visitors view the exhibit's “ordi¬ 
nary and extraordinary” quilts and the 
additional information displayed - photos 
of the makers and the stories of the various 
people whose lives have been touched by 
the quilts - they are likely to find, like 
Kathlyn Sullivan, that “the quilts and the 
people are so entwined that it is difficult to 
say when the spirits of the people leave off 
and the souls of the quilts begin.” To view 
the variety of textile treasures in this exhib¬ 
it is to sample America’s quilts and the 
unique ways they have touched the lives of 
our nation's people. 

The New England Quilt Museum pre¬ 
serves, interprets, and celebrates American 
quilting past and present. Located in his¬ 
toric Lowell, Massachusetts, the heart of 
America’s 19th-century textile industry, 
the museum offers 

changing exhibitions of contemporary and 
antique quilts. Through its exhibitions, 
programs, and technical-assistance ser¬ 
vices, the museum provides inspiration, 
information and education. It is a resource 
for everyone who cares about quilting — 
from quilters, to collectors, to those who 
just love quilts. 

Gatherings : America’s Quilt Heritage 
will be on view September 16 - October 
28 at the museum, 18 Shattuck Street, 
Lowell. Hours are 10 a.m. - 5 p.m. 
Monday - Saturday; 12-5 on Sunday.

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Will Rachel and Ross be a Couple at Long Last

The question has been 
asked before by TV viewers. 
Take, for example, Dave and 
Maddie in “Moonlighting,” or 
Sam and Diane in “Cheers.” 

This season, it’s Rach 
and Ross on “Friends.” And 
what viewers really want to 
know is whether the sensitive 
paleontologist Ross Geller and 
waitress-buddy Rachel Green 
will work out their star-crossed 
crush and get together. 

David Schwimmer, 
who plays the slightly nebbish 
Ross, isn’t telling. 

However, the Emmy- 
nominated star is sharing at least 
one secret — which is how did a 
Gen X guy like him make the 
big time? His story is simple, he 
says. 

“Once upon a time 
there was a guy who worked 
really, really hard to try to pur¬ 
sue his dream,” says 
Schwimmer. “It’s just a lot of 


hard work and perseverance.” 

Of course an unin¬ 
formed outsider might assume 
the lanky actor took the plunge 
into stardom pretty abruptly. A 
year ago before “Friends” siz¬ 
zled onto NBC and exploded 
into the Top 10 ratings, the only 
people for whom Schwimmer 
was a household name were 
likely his real friends and family. 

These days people 
stand in line to hear that earnest- 
sounding voice of his and look 
upon that pensive face. 

Backstage at the St. Dennis 
Theater in Montreal, where 
Schwimmer recently co-hosted a 
yearly Quebec comedy festival, 
the line of reporters who waited 
to interview the 28-year-old 
actor included those representing 
USA Today, TV Guide and 
Variety. 

On stage the night 
before, Schwimmer had told the 
Canadian audience: “When I 
told my friends I was going to be 
on a sitcom, they said, why 
would they want to put you on a 
sitcom? You're not funny.” 


“Well, I am funny,” he 
said, in a tone that was bravely 
assertive yet puppy-doggish. To 
this, the audience applauded 
loudly,, and one female fan 
screamed, “We love you, 

David.” 

This missive went out 
from a man who describes him¬ 
self as a “fat geek” during his 
years at Beverly Hills High 
School. 

But today when inter¬ 
viewed backstage, Schwimmer 
admits, “I’m stressed.” He’s 
been going through his intros for 
the next night, and he’s been 
spending some time doing some 
rewriting. The shows are being 
taped for a Fox Network special 
that will air later this fall. 

His manager pops in 
with a late. Styrofoam- boxed 
lunch. The dark- haired 
Schwimmer bites into his sand¬ 
wich and says the problem with 
stardom is the vicious time 
crunch. 

“there is as much ener¬ 
gy directed to publicizing the 
work as to the work itself,” he 


says. 

A son of two attorneys 
and educated at Northwester 
University, Schwimmer gives no 
impression of being a candidate 
for Hollywood’s bimboy squad. 

And for now, he says 
he’s not taking any of his new¬ 
found fame for granted. 

“There’s a sore mad man with a 
spotlight in the sky who’s ran¬ 
dom about where it falls, and 
just as quickly as it has fallen on 
you, it could move onto some¬ 
body else,” says Schwimmer. 

Though he admits to a 
healthy dose of cynicism, 
Schwimmer says he's not the 
sad sick shadow of his vulnera¬ 
ble TV character Ross. “I don’t 
think I’m as petulant. I'm usual¬ 
ly pretty happy-go-lucky.” 

True. Ross’s pregnant 
wife left him for another woman. 
Then he fell in love with Rachel, 
played by Jennifer Aniston, who 
saw him as nothing more than a 
friend until the slickly orches¬ 
trated last show of the season.

Prof Transports Fake Bomb

ORLANDO, Fla.—Paul Holloway traveled home 
from Amsterdam with a fake bomb stashed in his 
luggage. Problem is, the University of Florida 
professor isn’t the one who put it there. 

Dutch military police in Amsterdam placed the 
bogus bomb—which resembled two small blocks 
connected at the top—in Holloway’s luggage to 
evaluate airport security officials. Unfortunately, the 
Amsterdam guards, who have been on the lookout for 
questionable cargo in this era of heightened airport 
security, failed the test. 

Holloway, returning to Florida after a science 
conference on Northwest Airlines, first noticed a 
problem when he claimed his luggage at the Orlando 
International Airport. After looking through his 
suitcase’s ripped canvas, Holloway noticed something 
that looked like plastic explosives. 

The science professor immediately brought the 
bag to airport security, who quickly removed the 
hollowed-out C4 plastic explosives. Although the 
small bomb had no chance of detonation, Holloway 
was shaken by the incident, and waited for clearance 
from customs airport personnel in Orlando until the 
Dutch officials admitted their mistake. 

Although some airports routinely place such 
“test” devices in miscellaneous pieces of luggage, 
they are removed before the plane takes off, whether 
detected by airport staff or not. 

As if the fake bomb scare wasn’t enough, 
Holloway also had to destroy the contents of his 
suitcase, which had developed a strong odor after 
coming in contact with the plastic explosives.
